A YOUNG LANCASTER COUNTIAN NEETS DEATH
AT DENTER, COLORADO.

Mis Body ®hipped East and Examined
By the Father Part of the Ilead
Crushed and Nose Hroken.

In the early pariof November, Augustus
Klinehaus, of Bothesds, received a tele-
gram announcing the sudden death of his
son Willlam, at Denver, Colorado. He
had the remains brought Hast and sl
Philadelphia the casket was opened and
Mr. Klinohaus found that the back of the
head waus crushed, the nose was broken
and left hand crushed. As the n
snnouncing the death stated that death
resalted from bemorrhage Mr. Klinshsus
thooght that his son bad met with foul

@ had sent §50 to hin son and that
maoney should bave him abont the
time of his death, and his father thought
that his son had probably been miurdersd
for this money.

He camo Lancaster and consulted
with Chief Smeltz, and the chief wrote to
the chief of police of Denver, Colorado, in
roference to the mattor, and described the
condition of the body when it reached
Philadelphia,

To-day Chief 8meltz received the follow-

wans guaranteod, I, N, rs, onr coro-
ner, ned s cortifieate of death, ns Mr,
Klinehaus had smployed no rogufar phy-
sician, but put his money out on a quack
China doctor by the nuine of Gunwah, who
has no nuthority to practice medicine, The
undertnker in Pennsylvania who hal
charge of the remains after it was ship,
home wrote to Wally & Rollins that the
body came in good shaps, Iam confident
from the lnvestigation 1 have mnade that
there hus boon no foul play whatever,

PARNELL'S SPEECITES.

Tho Irish Leador's View of the Situation
in the Emoul: Isle. : >

Mr. Parnell, who spoke in re to the
apoech recoently mldop?:y Lord Ec{luhu ry
al the Conservative conference at Notting-
bham, arrived in that city on Tuesday.
There was a greal crowd at the rallway
station when hoarrived, and he was greeted
with mingled groans and choers.

Mr. Parnell addressod a largs mesting
in the afternoon. He declared that there
never had heen a movement of such mag-
nitude to the country which was so comn-

ratively free from crime as the Land

e movement. The ohject of the

Home Rule movoment, he said, was to re-

nerate Lreland, especially with regard to
E:r industrial condition.

Continuing, Mr, Parnell sald that man-
factures might be developed to much an ox-
tent as to take the straln off the land, and
enable the people to look to other meana
than farming for gaining & living ; but the
idea was not tonable thut Irelund could be

verned by England's premoting her
ndustries. " Irishmen thamselves must
promote Irish industries by bullding and
clearing out the channels of rivers and re-
claiming waste lunda—not at the expenss
of the English excheqguer, but of the Irish
exchequer, or, best of all, throngh the
efforts of local and individunl enterprises,
and with private capiaml, Mr. Balfour's
lan of maEing rullways through lmpover-
shod districts was & valn expenditure of
money. Home rule almed sl national re-
generation, and this implied the regencra-

tion of the jodustriea sand the in-
dustrinl and commercial spirit of the
people. If home rule weie granted It

would not disconrage tho rich Rmplo of
England from promoting industrial devel-
opments, but the money would be judl-
clously and advantageously employed, in-
stead of being wasted, ns now, to maintain
in power a govornment of fraud and trick-
ery. Expenditure of that sort would enable
Ireland to get und keop her head anhove
water, and so exervise and develop the
qualities of her people that she would be no
longer an exhibition for the wonder and
weorn of the nations of the world, [Cheors.)
Briefly referring to thoe Parnell commis-
wion, the speaker said that he believed the
judges' report would not discredit the nu-
tional movement.
Mr. Parnell devoted the speach he made
at night to the Tenants’ League. He suid
this was by far the greatest and most pow-
erful wable movement ever organized
in Ireland or any other country. Altkough
Ireland was tranguil, she was not appeased,
She did not submit, On the contrary, the
le's dislike of the government was ten-
muwre intensa for the ex perience of three
ears of coercion. But the country, though
t did not yield, was trangnil becanse of the
fuith it bad in the assurances of Mr, Glad-
stone that a trlumphant Liberal party
would soon give it its legitimite freedom.

Mr. Parnell would not say that it would
be impossible to govern Iroland by mero
ocoercion, but Balfour's mixture of coercion
and constitutionalism would never suceeed,
Mr, Halfour had made several mistakes,
Among these was that he had neglected to
provide for arrears of rent and for the resti-
tntion of evicted tenants, This had led to
the formation of a new agrarian movement
which would sweep Balfour and his props
awny as chafl is swept before the whirl-
wind,

If the government had nothing to be
ashamed of in its connection with the
Timea, doubtless it would gratify corlosity
by making known the truth about the mat-
ter. The country wanted to know how far
the government had gone in & course so
meatn and so thoroughly contrary to the
English spirit as to attack men from am-
bush, and by the use of such disreputable
Instruments. He kusw the letlers were
forgeries, but he would rather have diod
than have wccepted the vindleation the
government offered him. The Parnell
commission, Instead of trying the personal
Indictment, had tried the Irish nation and
the movements of the Irish party.

Mr, Parnell, upon the conclusion of his
engagements at Nothingham, will visit Mr,
Gladstone at Hawarden,

Fighting Brewer's Confirmation,

The executive seaslon of the Senate on
Tuesday lnsted more than two hours. Tha
principal tople of discusslon was the nomi-
nation of Judge David J. Brewer to be
associsto justice of the supreme court, This
wis called up by Senstor Ingalls, upon the
favorable report of tho committes on the
Judiclary.
